April is Autism 
Awareness Month

gawam resident Becky Washburn is 
Aw stranger to the struggles faced by 

children suffering with autism. Her 
11-year-old grandson was diagnosed with 
autism at age 9 and has faced a number of 
challenges throughout the years. Becky, who 
is president of the Chapter One Golden Ag- 
ers, has spent the last two years trying to 
spread awareness of autism. 


According to the Autism Society (www. 
autism-society.org), autism is a complex de- 
velopmental disability that typically appears 
during the first three years of life and affects 
a person’s ability to communicate and in- 
teract with others. It is defined by a certain 
set of behaviors and is a “spectrum” disor- 
der that affects individuals differently and to 
varying degrees. 

“A child with autism lives in a world of 
confusion and frustration,” said Washburn. 
“They view the world like a puzzle piece 
and each piece is different. With each one, 
the earlier [doctors] can find it, the sooner 
parents can start teaching social skills.” 

Washburn’s grandson was not diagnosed 
with autism at an early age; he was 9 years old.

Council approves $129,000 for maintenance building

AGAWAM — The town will borrow 
$129,465 to build a free standing building to 
aid the Building Maintenance Department’s 
move out of Agawam High School. 

The City Council approved the borrowing 
by a 9-2 vote at its meeting Tuesday, April 
19. 

Due to accreditation issues at AHS, the 
building maintenance department is being 
moved out of the school in 
favor of a new video studio. 

The purpose of the new 
maintenance facility is to

help save the town money, 
Councilor John Walsh said. 
The borrowing of money 
was met with some appre-

The new building maintenance facil- 
ity will be located at 1347 Main St. It will 
serve as a garage for vehicles and contain 
a workspace for the maintenance staff. The 
existing building on the property has been 
renovated for the department as well. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen said the main- 
tenance department has continued to lose 
storage space over time, including space in 
the School Street Barn. The department was 
told to vacate that space during former May- 
or Susan Dawson’s term two years ago. 

“The storage space is crucial as we make 
a one time yearly purchase of paper and 
plastic product through the Lower Pioneer 
Valley Collaborative bid process,’ Cohen 
said. “We purchase these products for the 
schools and all town buildings.” 

The storage space is necessary to hold the 
supplies as the schools and buildings are re- 
plenished with supplies only on a monthly 
basis. Buying the supplies in bulk saves the 
town a significant amount of money.

Morris receives 
Rotary award

AGAWAM - A man some may regard as 
“Mr. Agawam” received his due last month 
as the Rev. Donald Morris was the proud re- 
cipient of a Lifetime Achievement Award by 
the Agawam Rotary Club. 

Morris is one of the charter members of 
Agawam Rotary Club, which was started in 
1975. He and two others decided to break 
off from the West Springfield Rotary Club to 
form the Agawam club. 

“He helped start our expansion,” recalled 
Rotarian and City Councilor Robert Magov- 
ern. “He has been a Rotarian for 35 years 
strong. A lot of people call him ‘Mr. Aga- 
wam,’ but I can also call him ‘Mr. Rotary.” 

What is astounding is the Rotary veteran 
boasts 47 total years of perfect attendance to 
regular Rotary meetings. Morris was a part 
of fundraisers, but was more widely known 
for the work he did recruiting new members 
to the young Rotary Club. 

David DeLancey, a co-charter member of 
the Agawam Rotary Club, recalled his work 
with Morris and said the past president of the 
club embodied the values of “service above 
self,’ which the Rotary Club stands behind. 

“He spent countless hours holding infor- 
mational meetings for new members of the 
Rotary Club,” DeLancey said. “He was al- 
ways dedicated to bringing in new members 
and making the Rotary a success.” 

Morris recalled bringing in several thou- 
sand dollars during earlier fundraisers to 
help combat the polio virus with a vaccine, 
which was one of the Rotary’s chief chari- 
ties. DeLancey recognized Morris’ efforts as 
one of the reasons why polio has been eradi- 
cated in all but four countries presently. 

Morris has a service-oriented nature as the 
pastor of the First Baptist Church in Aga- 
wam. He has faithfully served the church 
for many years and has continued to help the 
mission of the church as well as the Rotary 
Club. Mayor Richard A. Cohen said his ex- 
ample should be followed by many others. 
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of achievement 


“He is the type of person you want to em- 
ulate,” said Cohen. “He is a man that does 
service for others for no other reason than 
out of the kindness of his heart. I personally 
place him on a pedestal and I am pleased to 
know and respect him as a friend.” 

Morris has been both president and was 
the original secretary of the Rotary Club. 
He has also won the Paul Harris Fellow- 
ship Recognition four times. Only two other 
members of the Agawam Rotary Club have 
achieved that feat. 

Morris served a Baptist church in Weston 
for 19 years and moved to Agawam in 1974. 
He was a member of the Weston Rotary Club 
and then joined the West Springfield club 
when he moved. His perfect attendance for 
47 years was done in a very creative form, 
his daughter, Suzanne Porter, said. 

“When he would go on vacation, he would 
look around and find the nearest club and 
attend that meeting,” said Porter. “As long 
as you were attending a weekly meeting, it 
counted. They considered you promoting 
Rotary wherever you went.” 

Morris spent 15 years as pastor of the First 
Baptist Church in Agawam before retiring 
from the ministry. He attended the Andover- 
Newton seminary to begin his priesthood.

Letter Carriers Food Drive 
slated for May 14 


SPRINGFIELD - The National Asso- 
ciation of Letter Carriers, in conjunction 
with the United States Postal Service will 
sponsor the Annual Food Drive across 
the nation on Saturday, May 14. Tens of 
thousands of letter carriers throughout the 
country will be picking up non-perishable 
food items that their patrons will be leav- 
ing by their mailboxes. 

The first nationwide food drive was in 
October 1991, but the food bank experts 
suggested doing the drive in May because 
of the greater need for food during the 
summer months when stocks nearly run 
dry. The first May food drive, May 15, 


1993, was a tremendous success with at 
least one NALC Branch in each of the 50 
states participating. The amounts have 
grown every year. 

Locally, Western Mass. Branch 46 of the 
NALC will be participating in the drive, 
with all of the major cities and towns with 
uniformed letter carriers joining in. Last 
year, 230,000 pounds of food was col- 
lected and distributed to local food pan- 
tries. Nationally, over 1,500 branches of 
the NALC collected 77.1 million pounds, 
a record amount, boosting the 18-year 
history to “Stamp Out Hunger” over the 
1 billion pounds mark.

Pass Natalie's Bill 


hould Massachusetts drivers be forced by 
law to buckle up? 

It’s been a long-running debate, which, on 
the surface, seems to have an easy answer — 
yes. Statistics prove that seat belts save lives, 
but should drivers be required by law to use 
them? 

The U.S. Department of Transportation Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
reported this month that traffic fatalities across 
the U.S. have declined by 3 percent from 2009 
to 2010. If current projections are realized, 
traffic fatalities will be at their lowest rate since 
1949. No small part of the decline in traffic fa- 
talities is attributed to increased seat belt use. 

Currently, in Massachusetts buckling up is 
the law. Drivers can only be cited for failing to 
use a seat belt, however, if they are stopped for 
a primary offense, like speeding, unsafe lane 
change and texting while driving (yep, that’s 
the law now), for example. Police can’t pull 
over drivers just because they aren’t wearing 
a seat belt. 

Appearing again before the Legislature is 
the Primary Seat Belt Bill, now named “Nata- 
lie’s Bill” in memory of Natalie DeLeon, who 
was killed July 2, 2006, in a traffic accident. 
She was 21 years old. Natalie was not wearing 
a seat belt and was ejected from the vehicle, 
which caused her fatal injuries. Had she been 
wearing a seat belt, it is believed she would 
have survived any injuries she sustained based 
on the force of the crash. 

Proponents of Natalie’s Bill say seat belts 
don’t just save lives — they save money, an 
estimated $170 million in medical costs, lost 
productivity and property damage, and another 
$55 million in reduced private health insurance 
costs. 

Opponents see enforcement as a real prob- 
lem. Do we really want police spending valu- 
able time pulling over unbuckled drivers to 
save them from themselves? With a proposed 
fine of $50, is this just another way for the state 
to stick residents for more revenue? Aren’t 
there less intrusive means already available, 
like educational programs that encourage seat 
belt use? 

In states that have adopted primary seat belt 
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laws, statistics show that the law does serve as 
an effective deterrent. Significantly more driv- 
ers are buckling up in fear of fines. 

While many may balk at the suggestion of

The Garden Lady lures the hummingbird 
and celebrates Earth Day 


ebi from Hardwick wrote in with this 
De for the Garden Lady: “I am in- 

terested in having more hummingbirds 
come to my yard, so I went out and bought a 
special feeder for them. Are there any flowers 
that they especially love? Do you have any other 
suggestions to get them to come back year after 
year?” 

Sure! Hummingbirds were regular visitors to 
my backyard. They found nectar-rich flowers no 
matter where they were planted, but seemed to be 
especially drawn to an overgrown clump of red 
Bee Balm (Monarda didyma) that I had growing 
near the edge of the woods. If you were quiet you 
could sit there and watch them for several min- 
utes at a time. It was a lot of fun to see them flit 
from flower to flower then zoom off to the woods 
at record speed. 

This particular area had a lot going for it hum- 
mingbird-wise, but it came to be without any 
special knowledge on my part. As the patch of 
bee balm got bigger and bigger, it became bolder 
and bolder, a real hummingbird attention-getter. 
While we prefer color “sprinkled” about the gar- 


den, they like a large block of it. They will sip nectar from annual 
flowers, but the use of perennials like Bee Balm will encourage them 
to come back year after year. Providing flowers that bloom in many 
different seasons will also give them a consistent food source, and

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cause to stick around. A garden close to the woods, or one with trees 


and shrubs nearby provides much-needed shade, 
perching and nesting spots. They will also make 
use of a water source - try a dripper, mister or 
bird bath and you may witness them bathing and 
drinking. And since small insects and spiders are 
also part of their diet, keep your gardens free of 
insecticides. 

The particular flowers that hummingbirds 
enjoy have three things in common. They are 
colorful, nectar-rich and designed especially for 
the hummingbirds’ long bill. Those without too 
much fragrance will eliminate competition from 
bees, wasps or other insects. Here are my favor- 
ites: Bleeding Hearts, Coral bells, Columbine, 
Foxglove, Bee Balm, Cardinal Flower, Trumpet 
Vine, Trumpet Honeysuckle, Fuchsia, Petunia 
and Calibrachoa. Happy planting! 

With Earth Day approaching it is a great time 
to remember to reduce, reuse and recycle, even in 
your gardening endeavors. Reduce (or remove al- 
together!!) the amount of chemicals in your yard. 
There is a less toxic solution to nearly every dire 
situation you may encounter. Reuse containers, 
labels and plastic mulch whenever practical; just 


give them a good wash first. Pint size ice cream containers make 
great pots for transplanting tomatoes and peppers, and strips of card- 
board from waxed half gallon milk containers are easily made into 
moisture tolerant cutworm collars.

eaders packed the youth room at the 

West Springfield Public Library last 
month for a book signing by Katherine An- 
derson, who discussed her recent re-release 
of Behind the Walls: Shadows of New Eng- 
land’s Asylums. It was clear that members 
of the audience weren’t your average read- 
ers, as they shared their own stories of fam- 
ily members who resided at former area fa- 
cilities like Northampton State Hospital and 
Belchertown State School. The book was 
originally printed in May 2009, but Ander- 
son decided to run a special edition reprint, 
and has had wonderful response. 

Your expectations may lead you to think 
this book, with its artful cover and intriguing 
title is a simple coffee table book, or a show- 
case for Anderson’s photography skills. And 
while her skills behind the lens are obvious, 
you may be surprised to find that it’s actually 
a pretty detailed history of state institutions. 
Anderson is passionate about the stories be- 
hind the closings of the institutions, and the 
effects on individuals and families who re- 
lied on these places for their mental health 
needs—not just as a piece of history, but out 
of concern for their care today. 

“If we don’t learn about our history, we 
are doomed to repeat it,’ says Anderson. 
She spoke about Northampton State Hos- 
pital, and how it was one of 40 which was 
a Kirkbride design — in the body of a bat, 
where the architecture was part of overall 
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Behind the Walls: Shadows of New England's asylums 


treatment plans. Audience members were 
clearly moved as she recounted stories of 
patients who were arrested when local state 
hospitals closed — arrested for trying to get 
back in! Many patients were lacking means 
and skills to be able to function on the “‘out- 
side,” and without the hospital to call home, 
a great number ended up homeless or part 
of the prison population. This is especially 
poignant if you study the history of some of 
these institutions, where humanity and com- 
passion were not priority. 

An audience member and former Belcher- 
town patient shared his story of the difficul- 
ties in maintaining his job under the scrutiny 
of supervisors that resorted to name-calling 
at work and made counseling an employ- 
ment requirement. 

“These stories need to be told,” said An- 
derson. “This is why I do this.” 

The audience member recalled that some 
patients were not released because they were 
“good at digging holes.” They were not told 
the purpose of the holes; of course now we 
understand that the holes were graves. Only 
in recent years have patient names been 
added to stones — originally, they were only 
referred to by number. Through the 1920s, 
Northampton State Hospital buried its de- 
ceased on the grounds of the hospital. 

Anderson has so much material after delv- 
ing into the histories of these facilities that 
she’s already planning a second edition, but 
for now her focus is to do more with this 
book, perhaps to land an agent and publish- 
er, and, she says, “Put this book out the way 


it was intended.” 

Some may describe the photographs as 
“creepy,” and Anderson likes to respond, 
“These are beautiful buildings, it’s never 
creepy. The architecture is gorgeous.” When 
describing her trips to the approximately 36 
sites, she says “It’s almost like time stopped 
and I got a chance to walk into history.”

Memories brought to life in

AGAWAM — The Monday, April 4, Au- 
thorTalk event at the Agawam Public Library 
featured June Hale Cook and the book that 
she wrote about George Mallory Hendee, her 
uncle and Indian Motorcycle co-founder. 

“T had no intention of writing a book. I 
only wanted to clarify incorrect facts that I 
had found while reading about my uncle,” 
said Cook, who was approached about the 
project after an Indian Day Motorcycle Rally 
when she presented family picture albums. 

“A Tribute to the Life and Careers of George 
Mallory Hendee” begins with his 1866 birth 
in Watertown, and follows along through the 
key chapters of his life as a champion bicycle 
racer and manufacturer, well-heeled cattle- 
man, Shriner and philanthropist with facts 
and photographs. 

“T feel that June’s presentation added to our 
AuthorTalk Series because her book shares 
an important part of local history,” said Wen- 
dy McAnanama, coordinator of Volunteers, 
Newsletter, and Adult Programs at the Aga- 
wam Public Library. “Most people from this 
area have heard about the Indian Motorcycle 
and she is a living connection to that history. 

Hendee, fascinated with big wheel bicy- 
cles from an early age, was a member of the 
Springfield Bicycle Club, held championship 
titles from 1882-1886 and won 302 races, in- 
cluding an 1882 event that drew over 12,000 
spectators. He later opened a bicycle shop 


and manufactured bicycles. 

When he signed on Oscar Hedgestrom to 
design an engine for a new model, the “In- 
dian Motocycle” and Hendee Manufacturing 
Company were born. Hendee’s groundbreak- 
ing work earned him a spot in the Motorcycle 
Hall of Fame in 1998 and a permanent ex- 
hibit at Lyman & Merrie Wood Museum of 
Springfield History. 

Cook’s introspective, however, takes a lon- 
ger look at a different side of her uncle, one 
seldom talked about outside the world of two 
wheels. 

“My family never talked about my uncle, 
probably so I wouldn’t get a big head and 
brag while I was at school,” laughed Cook. 

Cook and her brother spent much of their 
childhood at the Hendee’s 500-acre estate 
and farm in Suffield, Conn. Since their moth- 
er had passed away early on, Cook’s aunt and 
uncle looked after them as if they were their 
own children. 

“Tt was a beautiful time and I had a won- 
derful time there. I was never excluded,” 
recalled Cook as she spoke about her then- 
retired uncle’s 17-room mansion that often 
entertained stars and dignitaries. “I even had 
tea and cookies with the mayor of Albany on 
the great hall balcony!” 

Cook included in her book photographs 
and an article written to serve as a walking 
tour of the mansion, describing in fine detail 
the character of each individual room and the 
many technological advances that included 
central vacuum and a master clock capable 


of setting all the timepieces in the house. 

“There was an organ in the great hall and 
a grand piano where I would take lessons,” 
said Cook. “My uncle would sit with his 
hands over his big belly and ask for Stephen 
Foster songs.” 

Next to Hendee’s grand estate, presently 
the site of the Lincoln Culinary Institute, was 
the Hill Top Farm, a prominent landmark in 
Suffield, Conn., nicknamed “Connecticut’s 
Agricultural Cathedral” with its 20,000 
square foot chestnut oak barn and contented 
Guernsey cows. 

Curious attendees of the AuthorTalk asked 
Cook about the large greenhouse with its ros- 
es, orchids, house plants, fruit and grapes for 
wine, the five-car garage with bowling alley 
in the back and memories of learning to ride 
a bike, vacation trips, holiday gatherings and 
how her aunt taught her about the formalities 
of upper-class life. 

Having no children of his own, Hendee 
gave generously of his time and money and 
was awarded the William Pynchon Award, the 
area’s oldest and most prestigious commu- 
nity service recognition, in 1925. He helped 
all of his workers and their families through 
the Depression and was active in the Shriners 
from 1925-1937, wearing the Joseph Warren 
Medal for 42 years of distinguished service. 

“T always went with him when I was not in 
school,” said ees “He passed away in 1943 
before my igth birthday. He was the biggest 
part of my life.” 

Laura Dillman, president of the group

Dillman accompanied Cook 
to the AuthorTalk event and spoke about the 
progress of the farming and environmental 
stewardship education center planned to open 
at the site of the Hendee farm.

der purchased mulch - the newspaper will 
smother the weeds and your mulch will go 
farther. Recycle kitchen and yard waste in 
a compost pile and use the compost to feed 
your flowers, veggies and even the lawn. 
Healthy, well-fed plants are better able to 
ward off or even tolerate some insect activ- 
ity without affecting the harvest.

Phelps School hosts science, math night 


tudents and families visited Benja- 

min J. Phelps School on April 6 for 
a Science Fair/Family Math Night or- 
ganized by Agawam science and tech- 
nology teacher Jen Herberger and in- 
tensive math teacher Dee Lyman. The 
theme for the family math night activi- 
ties was “19th-Century Schoolhouse 
Math.” The children were greeted by 
Principal Teresa Urbinati and about 20 
teacher volunteers wearing period ap- 
parel, including bonnets and aprons. 
The children also arrived dressed in ap- 
propriate attire. 

More than 75 students participated 
in the science fair. The first- and sec- 
ond-graders displayed their projects in 
the library while the third- and fourth- 
graders set up their projects in the caf- 
eteria.

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Western New England College 
to become a university 


SPRINGFIELD - Western New England College has been 
awarded university status by the Massachusetts Board of Higher 
Education. The college plans to change its name to Western New 
England University on July 1. While the name will change, Antho- 
ny S. Caprio, Western New England president, said the character 
of the institution will not. “We have no plans to sacrifice the per- 
sonal attention provided to students, the collegial atmosphere on 
campus, or the flexibility that comes with being a relatively small 
institution,” says Caprio. “The goal of the University’s founders 
was to provide outstanding academic programs with a professional 
focus that prepare our graduates to become leaders in their fields 
and in their communities. That commitment will remain in place, 
stronger than ever.” 

Between now and July, Western New England staff will be 
working to make a myriad of changes to its Springfield campus, 
including updating signage and scores of publications to reflect the 
new name. 

Barbara A. Campanella, vice president for marketing and ex- 
ternal affairs, said the name change will help Western New Eng- 
land draw students domestically and internationally. “It allows us 
to compete more effectively with many of our peer institutions in 
other states that have become universities and with which we share 
common student applicants,” she said. “It also allows us to be more 
attractive to foreign students, given the different definition of ‘col- 
lege’ outside the United States and the international perception that 
a ‘university’ represents the highest level of education possible.” 

Following the July 1 transition, Western New England Univer- 
sity will be comprised of the College of Arts and Sciences, the 
College of Business, the College of Engineering, the College of 
Pharmacy, and the School of Law. The institution projects increas- 
ing undergraduate enrollment from its current level of 2,500 to 
approximately 3,000 over the next decade. Western New England 
also educates approximately 1,200 students in various graduate 
programs and the School of Law.

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Using free cash to 
balance budget

In response to Agawam Education 
Association President Robert Janik’s re- 
quest that Mayor Richard A. Cohen use 
free cash money to help balance the fis- 
cal year 2012 school budget, Cohen said 
he has already used $1.5 million of the 
$4.8 million available for this year. Last 
year, Cohen used $2 million to balance 
the budget. 

According to the mayor, free cash is 
any unexpended money at the end of the 
fiscal year that becomes available for ap- 
propriation the following year. 

“Say I budget $100,000 to fix streets 
and I only spend $50,000. At the end of 
the year, I have $50,000 left over and that 
money is deemed free cash or available

to fund education [see sidebar]; advocate 
for health insurance reform like a second 
provider and adoption of Section 18 of 
MGL Chapter 32B,” Janik suggested. 

According to Janik, insurance reform 
alone could reduce insurance costs to the 
city by a million dollars a year and, at 
the same time, save employees money 
on their insurance premiums. 

“With reform, there would be no need 
to ask employees to give back | percent 
of their incomes,” he wrote. 

In a separate memo to Czajkowski 
and the school committee, dated April 5, 
Janik outlined health insurance reform. 

“In its simplest terms, this section 
[Section 18 of MGL Chapter 32B] al- 
lows a community to shift a significant 
portion of its retiree health care costs 
to the federal Medicare program,” he 
wrote. 

The section could be adopted by a ma- 
jority vote of the city council with the 
approval of the mayor. If adopted, Sec- 
tion 18 “requires that all eligible retirees 
enroll in Medicare,” Janik wrote. 

“Municipal cost savings arise when 
retirees enroll in Medicare as this federal 
insurance program covers a substantial 
portion of their health costs,” he wrote. 
“Medicare Part B covers up to 80 per- 
cent of doctors’ services and outpatient 
care.” 

In addition, Section 18 requires re- 
tirees to enroll in a Medicare extension 
plan that covers any gaps in the coverage 
provided by Medicare, Janik said. 

“Since the extension plan insurance is 
much cheaper than the regular municipal 


cash for appropriation in the following 
year,” Cohen said. 

By taking $1.5 million out of free cash 
to help balance the budget for next fis- 
cal year, Cohen said he is offsetting the 
amount of money that would need to be 
raised in taxation. 

He cautioned against using too much 
money from free cash, however. 

“During tough times at home, you 
don’t empty all your savings, especially 
when the future is unknown,’ Cohen 
said. “The same is true for the city’s fi- 
nances. It’s not fiscally responsible.” 

While Cohen said using free cash 
funds was “a great short-term fix,” he 
said it would be “fiscally ludicrous” to 
empty out all the town’s savings. Doing 
so, he said, would create a hole for the 
next budget year. 


insurance, savings arise,’ Janik wrote. 

Janik was careful to mention that the 
projected savings to a municipality “is 
somewhat complex and depends on the 
share of health costs covered, the cost 
difference between the regular munici- 
pal plans and the extension plans, and 
the premium penalties assessed. 

But Mayor Richard A. Cohen said 
Janik’s previously projected savings of 
$650,000 is “significantly overstated. 

“With his numbers, the town would 
have to have 298 Medicare-eligible retir- 
ees on the current HMO plan to arrive at 
that annual savings,” Cohen said, adding 
he didn’t think the town had that many 
eligible retirees. 

The advantage of adopting Section 18 
is the long-term effect that it will have 
on the town’s benefit program, Cohen 
said. By requiring Medicare as primary, 
the town is shifting its claim liability 
from its plan to Medicare, which, over 
the long term, will reduce claim utiliza- 
tion. 

Czajkowski outlined her latest fiscal 
year 2012 budget for the school commit- 
tee during the committee’s meeting on 
April 12. It includes four teacher layoffs, 
13 paraprofessional layoffs, and two 
secretary layoffs in addition to 13 non- 
replaced positions (retirements that will 
not be filled). Those 13 positions include 
six teachers, five instructional coaches, a 
secretary and a school resource officer. 

A public hearing on the proposed bud- 
get will be held on Tuesday, April 26 at 
Roberta G. Doering School at 7 p.m.

“His parents have to take him once a week 
for counseling,” she said. “There’s a lot in- 
volved with the parents/family when there’s 
an autistic child. It can be overwhelming.” 

In December 2009, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention issued its ADDM au- 
tism prevalence report. The report concluded 
that the prevalence of autism had risen to 1 
in every 110 births in the United States and 
almost | in 70 boys. 

Currently, the Autism Society estimates 
that the lifetime cost of caring for a child 
with autism ranges from $3.5 million to $5 
million, and that the United States is facing 
almost $90 billion annually in costs for au- 
tism (this figure includes research, insurance 
costs and non-covered expenses, Medicaid 
waivers for autism, educational spending, 
housing, transportation, employment, in 
addition to related therapeutic services and 
caregiver costs). 

Despite the challenges that children with 
autism face, studies have shown that the ear- 
lier it is detected, the easier it is to improve 
outcomes. 

According to research Washburn conduct- 
ed upon learning her grandson had autism, 
“75 percent of children who receive early 
intervention between ages 2-7 will develop 
some form of functional communication by 
age 9.” 

“The problem is [children with autism] 
get confused and frustrated because they’re 
trying to tell you something but you can’t 
understand what they’re trying to say,” 
Washburn said. Her grandson, for example, 
ran into difficulty in school because he was 
not diagnosed. 

“There’s been issues with giving him the 
right fit for his educational needs/goals,” she 
said. 

She went on to say that prior to her grand- 
son’s diagnosis, she didn’t understand au- 
tism at all. 

“['m in the Chapter One Golden Agers 
and two years ago when my grandson was 
diagnosed, I gave an educational talk to the 
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elderly people in our group,” she said. 

Oftentimes, when an autistic child has an 
outburst, the immediate reaction is that his 
or her parent is unable to control the child. 
It reflects poorly on their parenting skills, 
despite the fact that those parents are deal- 
ing with more than a parent of a normally 
functioning child. 

“T wanted to get the thought through to the 
people at the senior center that we shouldn’t 
be so rash to judge others.” 

Children who are autistic often are louder 
and yell, but “that’s their defense mecha- 
nism,” Washburn said. 

She views autism as a disease that “is go- 
ing to have a big effect on the future of our 
children.” As such, she is doing her part to 
raise awareness for the disease today. 

Since April is Autism Awareness Month, 
she encourages people — even those without 
an autistic family member — to learn about 
the disease and what can be done about it. 
She is involved with an autism awareness 
campaign, the Wings of Hope sponsored by 
Autism Spectrum Disorder Foundation lo- 
cated in Maryland. Anyone looking for more

Early identification: 
Know the signs of autism 


Autism is treatable. Children do not 
“outgrow” autism, but studies show that 
early diagnosis and intervention lead to 
significantly improved outcomes. 

Here are some signs to look for in the 
children in your life: 
¢ Lack of or delay in spoken language. 
¢ Repetitive use of language and/or motor 
mannerisms (e.g., hand-flapping, twirling 
objects). 
¢ Little or no eye contact. 
¢ Lack of interest in peer relationships. 
¢ Lack of spontaneous or make-believe 
play. 
¢ Persistent fixation on parts of objects.
